The event 
attracts about 250 people to the Center of Marion for 
the food, fun, bouncy houses for the kids, rock-climbing 
wall, games, and, of course, the giant bonfire that tops off 
the night.

was important, knowledgeable, and going places when I 
graduated from high school. He would talk to me about 
art in between collecting sand-covered coins from little 
children and red-faced mothers who had just hopped 
across burning sands and ascended a steep flight of stairs 
to reach the cool white ice cream truck. On hot, sunny 
days our conversations didn't last very long, as lines 
formed next to his truck while he dispensed chocolate- 
covered ice cream bars, popsicles, creamsicles, and sundae 
cups.

who loves books, loves reading with her parents, and 
loves learning to read. Her favorite book is Disney's 
Tarzan, and any Disney book for that matter. 

Kennedy's mother. Shannon Zussy, admitted that 
she was not as enthusiastic as Kennedy in the beginning. 
With a toddler and her job, she wasn't quite feeling up 
to the task of driving home the need to the community 
and calling on people for books. She wasn't quite up to 
driving to pick books up, either, and lugging boxes of 
books to whatever schools needed them. 

But Kennedy begged her mother to help her reach 
a goal of collecting 100 new and used books to donate to 
the New Bedford Public Schools. She begged, and begged, 
and continued to beg until her mom gave in, created 
a Facebook page, and started sending the word out to 
family and friends. 

That was back in February. 

Within the first two weeks, Kennedy had totally 
surpassed her modest goal of 100 books; instead, she 
collected 915 books, including some she bought with 
her own allowance. By June, Kennedy ended up with a 
whopping total of 1,342 books. 

Kennedy presented the books to the New Bedford 
School Department in June and was presented with a 
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certificate of appreciation from the New Bedford Public 
Schools Department. New Bedford City Counselor Steve 
Martins was impressed by Kennedy's dedication to her 
fellow young readers, and he invited Kennedy and her 
family to the City Council Chambers to present her with a 
citation for her good work. 

Kennedy didn't stop there, though. She started 
collecting even more books over the summer, and as 
of Monday, August 24, Kennedy had already collected 
another 487 books - just about halfway to her second goal 
of reaching another 1,000 books.

case with most 5-year-old philanthropists, her attention 
span already has her thinking ahead to the next cause 
Kennedy wants to take on.

meeting on August 21 to sign an agreement with the 
Sippican Historical Society to allow a cherished painting 
by a well-known Marion artist to indefinitely grace a wall 
inside the Marion Music Hall. 

The framed oil on canvas titled "The Redhead" by 
Cecil Clark Davis (1877-1934) portrays an auburn-haired, 
finely-dressed female, identified in pencil on the back as 
Miss Adamson, seated in a mission style armchair at the 
Hotel des Grandes Ecotes in Paris. 

The Sippican Historical Society acquired the piece 
in 2013. It was cleaned and lined and is mounted in a 
gilded frame. 

Davis was born in Chicago but lived in Marion 
for many years. She was married to Richard Harding 
Davis, a famous war correspondent. She studied art under 
famous portrait artist John Singer Sargent. 

The agreement the selectmen ratified Friday 
morning was contingent upon some changes Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson had made to the contract, 
which he called "minor edits." Dawson said Town 
Counsel Jon Witten had reviewed the agreement, 
suggested the changes, and the amendments were 
forwarded to a representative of the society. 

"It really was minor edits," Dawson said. "I'm 
certain that the Sippican Historical Society will have 
no problem with it." The society could come back in 
disagreement, said Dawson, but he doubted it. 

"The Music Hall Committee is eager to have a 
piece of artwork that was done by Cecil Clark Davis," 
said Dawson. He said the loaning of the artwork is for a 
long-term, potentially permanent basis. 

The painting is slated for a wall in the front 
conference room of the Marion Music Hall. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for September 8 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Police Station conference room. 

Marion's Water and Sewer Rates Increased

Interest in the topic of increases in water and 
sewer rates was expected to bring out the public to the 
Marion Board of Selectmen meeting on August 25. Only 
nine residents showed up. But in spite of the surprisingly 
low turn out, the subject matter was fully vetted. 

Speaking first was Finance Director Judy Mooney 
who explained that rate increases were proposed at 2.5 
percent for Tier I and 3 percent for Tiers II and III water 
consumers. She then stated that a 10 percent rate increase

across the board was proposed for those households tied 
into the municipal system. 

"I hate being the bearer of bad news," said 
Mooney. "If this rate doesn't go through, the state will not 
approve the enterprise funds.... If this doesn't go, an even 
larger increase is in the future." 

Mooney said, in real terms, a household of four 
would see an increase of $4.19 per year in water bills and 
$22.70 in sewer expenses. She further cautioned all in 
attendance that, although the evening was dedicated to 
looking at just fiscal year 2016 budget needs, FYs 17, 18, 
and 19 would see even higher rate increases.

"If we don't have a rate increase in FY16, it 
impacts things we've already put in place," Mooney said. 

Chairman Stephen Cushing asked, "What if 
we put off a rate increase, we'd be in line for a bigger 
increase?" Mooney replied, "We'd have to make up four 
quarter billings in a three quarter cycle." 

A driving point in sewer rate increases is the 
NPDES permit looming in the imminent future, and 
the town is anticipating this to equate to higher costs 
in processing sewage. The town's current permit 
requirements are being handled, said Selectman Jonathan 
Henry, but new, stricter EPA requirements will affect costs 
- how much is presently not known. 

Resident Jay Ryder then came forward to share 
information he had found from a Tighe & Bond study 
Ryder said, "Annual water rates (in Massachusetts) are 
$112 to $1560. The average is $532, and Marion's are 
the second highest. Sewer rates go from $221 to $1,874 
with an average of $756. Marion's are the third highest." 
Asking Mooney he inquired, "Can't we pay for these 
some other way?" 

Mooney came back to the microphone with this 
response, "You've got Tabor Academy, why aren't we 
getting a PILOT payment in lieu of taxes?" She continued.

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'There are 36 properties, at the current rate that comes 
to $836,000 we could be receiving . . . I'm throwing it 
out there . . . their children are going to Sippican School 
without paying taxes." 

Henry responded, "PILOT program is an old 
issue. . .. A new Board of Trustees at Tabor will deal with 
local issues which is new ... it's an open issue." 

Henry also pointed to the fact that most cities and 
towns don't go it alone when it comes to water and sewer 
service, but those that do are facing the same issues that 
Marion is facing - higher costs to provide services. 

In the end. Chairman Cushing called for a vote. 
The increases were unanimously approved. 

The next scheduled meeting of the Marion Board 
of Selectmen is scheduled for September 8 at 7:00 pm at 
the Police Station conference room.

ELEA ALLERGIES 

My dog itches almost constantly in the sum- 
mer and fall and loses hair over his back near his 
tail. A friend said it could be caused by fleas, but 
I rarely find more than one flea at a time. Any 
thoughts? 

Your friend may be right. Many dogs and 
cats are allergic to flea saliva. All of the 
changes in your dog's skin can be caused by 
1 flea bite a week. Cats with flea allergy der- 
matitis tend to get small scabs all over their 
body.

Bobola, the building inspector. 

The main issue: DaRosa's application to build 
a private pier across an easement. Both appeals were 
combined, as agreed by all parties, due to the similar 
nature of the appeals, that being Bobola' s interpretations 
of building codes and zoning bylaws. 

"We believe it's an erroneous application of 
bylaws for this pier," Gushue stated, suggesting that 
Bobola' s interpretation of the town's zoning bylaws was 
an attempt to stop DaRosa's right to build the accessory 
structure. "This is a violation of their equal protection 
rights." Gushue said, from his reading of the bylaws, 
there was no provision in them that would restrict the 
issuance of a building permit. 

The bone of contention is whether or not a 
homeowner can build an accessory structure across an 
easement; in this case, traversing beach property owned 
by someone else in order to build a private pier to reach 
the water. 

Bobola wrote a letter in May to the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection handling 
DaRosa's Chapter 91 Waterways license application, 
in which he explained that the DaRosa property was 
not waterfront property and, as such, could not build 
an accessory structure on an easement they had been 
granted. Gushue called it an "unprecedented denial." 

But Bobola asked the board to imagine if 
accessory structures were built all over town on 
easements; consider the negative impacts they would 
have on the community and residents' enjoyment of their 
property. 

Regarding Bobola' s further assertion that DaRosa 
lacked the appropriate setbacks necessary for building 
an accessory structure on his own property, Gushue said, 
"He is just searching for some reason to deny the pier." 

Gushue asked the board members to search their

consciences, telling them that they had taken an oath to 
apply rules equally for all residents. 

"You took an oath to render a fair and impartial 
decision," said Gushue. "Can you look at yourself in the 
mirror in the morning?" He continued, "There has been 
much organized opposition, even in Town Hall." Gushue 
provided evidence that another pier had been built in 
the 1990s and had been constructed across an easement; 
therefore, DaRosa should be allowed to do so as well. 

"So, because of the other pier in 1998, we should 
permit this one?" asked ZBA member Susan Akin. 

"We are going to go by current zoning, not 1998." She

emphasized that the DaRosa property was landlocked. 

Bobola said, for 31 years, he has striven to apply 
building codes and zoning bylaws with an even hand, 
and he took umbrage to Gushue's comments. He then 
explained his rationale for the letter to the DEP that was 
written with the guidance of town counsel, and his refusal 
to issue a building permit. 

"I remain open minded," Bobola said, concluding 
his comments. But he noted that DaRosa had not 
provided complete documents as required when 
requesting a building permit. It was missing a decision 
from the Conservation Commission.

That remains an open issue in DaRosa' s 
proceedings. A decision by the DEP regarding an appeal 
by the Town and the Conservation Commission to the 
DEP's superseding orders is still pending. Gushue advised 
the board that he had received verbal confirmation that 
the DEP would render a decision in favor of DaRosa' s 
application. 

Several residents came forward to voice their 
concern with the proposed construction, again, citing 
various wetlands issues, recreational use of the waterways 
where the pier is proposed, and the lack of DaRosa' s 
direct waterfront access. 

Bobola told the members of the ZBA that DaRosa 
should appeal his denial of a building permit to the state 
building authorities and not the local zoning board. 

Akin closed the public comment segment of the 
hearing and the board debated the merits of DaRosa' s 
appeals. 

In the end, the board agreed with Bobola that 
DaRosa' s property was landlocked and, therefore, could 
not receive a permit to build a pier across an easement. 
They also agreed that they could not hear the appeal 
regarding the denial of a building permit, since it was 
beyond their jurisdiction and it needed to be heard by the

No Touching Trees in the 20-foot Buffer 

Rochester Planning Board 

By Jean Perry 

Nearly 30 residents let their concerns be known 
on August 25 before the Rochester Planning Board during 
the first public hearing for the large-scale solar energy 
facility slated for the Center of Rochester. 

There were a number of concerns, mostly about 
screening around the site to mitigate the site view from 
various points in the center of town, but no problems 
arose that could not be considered or investigated by 
the seemingly willing to cooperate representatives from 
Renewable Generation, LLC. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson started 
off by addressing the residents: "This is a sensitive project, 
and people have very strong opinions," and he reminded 
them, "We do not pick the projects put before us." 

Almost immediately, Johnson began listing 
components of the submittal he said were missing, and 
Bill Madden of G.A.F. Engineering and Amelia Tracy of 
Renewable Generation started to take notes on Johnson's 
requests. 

Johnson asked for soil testing, a list of waivers for 
the project, a rendering illustrating the sight view from 
various angles, and a shading plan, among other things. 
Johnson gave the developer an arbitrary timeframe of 
early October for a continuance of the public meeting and 
demanded that all materials completed for submission be 
delivered to the board at least two weeks prior to the first 
October meeting. 

The public was allowed to speak first, though, 
and Madden, Tracy, and Renewable Generation President 
Jacob Laskin were able to address the concerns and take 
them under advisement.

Some questioned the selective cutting of trees 
within the 20-foot vegetative buffer surrounding the five 
acres of solar arrays. The project calls for the cutting of 
trees taller than 20 feet in height to prevent shading on 
the arrays. Board member Gary Florindo was passionate 
when he spoke of the history of some of those trees, 
especially the large "majestic" ones at the cemetery. But 
it was Johnson who decidedly told the developer that he 
would not allow any cutting within the 20-foot buffer. 

Florindo said anybody could purchase that 
property and develop it into anything that is sanctioned 
under the limited commercial zone, and they would be 
required, under the bylaw, to maintain a 20-foot "no touch 
zone" buffer around the perimeter. 

"And here you come along," said Florindo, "... 
and tell us in that 20-foot vegetative boundary, anything 
over 20 feet we have to cut." He continued, "For that 
group, leave it alone. For you, go ahead and cut them?" 

Florindo said the board should hold the project to 
the same rules and regulations that anybody else in that 
room would have to follow if they were to develop that 
property. 

"I'm with Gary that the 20-foot buffer is an 
absolute 'no touch' zone," said Johnson. "Visibility is a 
big thing with us." As Johnson listed the missing parts 
of the project submission for the site plan review and the 
special permit request, Johnson told the developer that all 
components need to be submitted together and ahead of 
time when the hearing is opened again in October. 

"We're not gonna piecemeal this . . . because 
then we have to backtrack . . . and it's your money we're 
spending on him," Johnson said, pointing to Ken Motta, 
engineer hired on behalf of the board. 

At one point, Johnson added that no pile driving 
or pounding of steel posts into the ground would be 
allowed when constructing the foundation for the solar

arrays. The only method the board would allow would be 
to auger the foundation, which is drilling holes into the 
ground and then inserting the posts for the foundation. 

Former Planning Board member Susan Teal 
said, at first, as a close neighbor to the project, she was 
disappointed that a solar facility would be established 
in the new limited commercial zone rather than mixed- 
use retail and housing buildings and shops. But, as she 
pointed out, those uses of the land would also require 
clear-cutting of the woodlands and the toppling of some 
of the older, mature trees.

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areas for employees," Teal said. "So, at the beginning, I 
was disappointed....

Ecosystem Solutions regarding encroachment issues at 
properties located on Seabreeze Lane. On this evening, he 
was specifically representing John and Cheryl Anzaldi, 3 
Seabreeze Lane, in their request for an amended order of 
conditions. 

Anzaldi also requested permission to remove 
invasive species from the no-touch zone of the wetlands 
that has been encroaching an area that had been turned 
into a groomed lawn space with plantings, and he 
requested the installation of a post and rail fence to denote 
the re-established jurisdictional wetlands.

Board Stalls on New Tobacco Legislation 

Marion Board of Health

The Marion Board of Health formed a consensus 
on increasing the minimum age for purchasing tobacco 
and nicotine products in town from 18 to 21, but some 
board members hesitated on placing minimum prices 
on or banning all flavored tobacco and nicotine products 
from behind the counters of Marion stores. 

Bob Collett, director of the Cape Cod Regional 
Tobacco Control Program, had the draft legislation in 
hand on August 25 for Board of Health members to vote 
on, but board members Dr. John Howland and Albin 
Johnson were reluctant to take action that evening. 

"I'm a little hesitant to regulate prices on things," 
said Johnson. "I think our biggest issue is making it 
twenty-one."

e-cigarettes and other nicotine delivery products in the 
21 and over law, "But once you start naming specific 
products, it's a slippery slope," said Johnson. "It's too 
difficult to regulate." 

Collett's defense for adding at least the minimum 
pricing to the age minimum, if not the total ban, was that 
these products are specifically targeted for those under 21. 
Making the product less accessible would inhibit their use 
by young kids. 

"The likelihood of a person twenty-one or older 
buying this product is much less than a sixteen- or 
seventeen-year old," said Collett. 

Kathy Wilbur, program manager of the Tobacco- 
Free Community Partnership, said she leads several youth 
groups, and the number one reason that kids said they 
tried smoking was because of the flavored tobacco. Wilbur 
said, when questioned if they would have tried smoking 
tobacco without the added flavors of bubble gum, cotton 
candy, sour apple, or cherry, there was a resounding no. 

"Twenty-one, while it is a step in the right 
direction, it's not a silver bullet," said Wilbur. 
"Unfortunately, kids under twenty-one are going to 
get their hands on flavored products as long as they're 
on the shelves. We like the flavor ban with the twenty- 
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one, to make the strongest possible defense against kids 
becoming addicted." 

Health Director Karen Walega said she would 
prefer seeing the minimum age increased to 21, along 
with a flavored tobacco and nicotine products ban 
included in the legislation. 

"I say go for the whole thing," said board member 
Betsy Dunn. "I say go for the blunt wraps, the flavored 
tobacco, all the e-cigarettes..." 

Johnson and Howland remained united in their 
front to keep the legislation strictly to the age minimum, 
but Howland did state that he was prepared to vote either 
way. 

"As a conservative idiot, I like to keep things 
as simple as we can," said Howland. "And logical. 
Practical." 

The board will consider the legislation language 
in the weeks leading up to their next meeting and, once 
legislation content and language is chosen, the board will 
hold a public hearing on the new tobacco and nicotine 
regulations to give residents a chance to speak. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health is 
scheduled for September 8 at 4:30 pm at the Marion Town 
House conference room.

A Collaborative Effort between 
Tabor and NO A A 

This summer, Tabor Academy collaborated with 
NOAA's Tim Anderson in studying ocean currents in our 
area. Utilizing the SSV Tabor Boy , Tim Anderson oversaw 
the deployment of two NO A A drifters and a drifter built 
by Tabor students last fall. 

Oceanographic drifters are simple free-floating 
instruments that transmit their own positions via satellite. 
The drifters are used to observe ocean circulation patterns 
and currents. Here on Buzzards Bay, they are performing 
the valuable task of working to validate ocean current 
circulation models in our home waters, providing NO A A 
and Tabor students with useful data. 

This collaborative project between Tabor 
Academy and NOAA/NEFSC began a year ago when 
Tabor's Marine Science faculty members Jenny Albright 
and Kimberly Ulmer met up with Jim Manning at the 
Woods Hole NO A A office during their summer study 
research visits. Albright and Ulmer brought back the idea

The Chant of Jimmie Blacksmith (1978). Starring Tommy 
Lewis and Freddy Reynolds. Directed by Fred Schepisi. 
Running time: 120 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

In the otherwise forgettable 1985 potboiler Badge of 
the Assassin , there's an exchange between a black cop and a 
black revolutionary that I think of often (it was also used as a 
sample in the incendiary 1992 single "Guerrillas in the Mist," 
by Consolidated ft. Paris). The cop tells the revolutionary 
that what he did "doesn't make any sense." The revolution- 
ary shouts, "It do not have to! It only has to get noticed. They 
have to understand — oppressing people costsl" Well, those 
last three words could serve as leitmotif for America these last 
few years, and also for the morally complex 1978 Australian 
drama The Chant of Jimmie Blacksmith. This film, perhaps still 
the greatest of Aussie cinema, is recommended to anyone 
who doesn't understand why Ferguson burned — why it had 
to. 

It's the turn of the century in Australia, and eager 
young Jimmie Blacksmith (Tommy Lewis), a "half-caste" 

(half white, half Aborigine), goes from one job to the next, 
being denied full proper wages for the work he does for 
casually racist white landowners. It gets harder and harder 
for Jimmie to hold his placatory smile in place, especially 
when he marries a white woman (Angela Punch) and she 
gets pregnant. Jimmie can't support a wife and child on what 
he makes, and pretty soon some local women conspire to 
make sure Jimmie no longer even gets groceries in exchange 
for services rendered. The agenda, it's clear, is to send Jimmie 
back to the squalor he's trying so hard to transcend. 

Jimmie has rejected the black world — the Aborigi- 
nes are required to live in repulsive circumstances — and 
won't be accepted into the white world. He's a true nowhere 
man, and it drives him insane. He goes to the house of those 
meddling local women, accompanied by his not-entirely- 
with-it uncle, and before anyone knows what's happening 
Jimmie has killed or maimed several of them with his axe, 
leaving only a crying infant alive. Thus begins a terrible, 
personal war on whoever has slighted Jimmie, and along the 
way he no longer leaves infants alive. He's too far gone. The 
movie in no way justifies his rampage, but it has patiently 
laid the sociological groundwork so that we understand why 



it happened. Oppressing people costs. 

Released in America two years after its Australian 
premiere. Chant was a calling card for the strong director 
Fred Schepisi, who soon moved to Hollywood; his best- 
known mainstream film is probably the superb Steve Martin 
rom-com Roxanne. Here, Schepisi works in a classical style, 
no funny business with the camera or with editing, just a 
clean and horrifying account of a man breaking down in in- 
supportable conditions, his anguish both mocked and height- 
ened by the wide-open spaces preserved in flawless wides- 
creen compositions. The movie is gorgeous pure filmmaking 
even when we wince at the violence — and we do, because 
Schepisi doesn't present it as cathartic or exciting. Especially 
not cathartic. Jimmie goes over the edge and it does nothing 
for him other than to get his cheerful half-brother (Freddy 
Reynolds) killed and to get his own face half shot-off. 

Based on a novel by Thomas Keneally ( Schindler's 
List), which in turn was based on a true story, the film might 
these days, in more sensitive times, be called "problematic": 
After all, does not Jimmie fulfill the whites' jaundiced view 
of him as a savage? Yes, he does, and that's the tragedy. 
Jimmie wanted so badly to be welcomed into white society 
(he was raised by a white minister and his wife), and when 
he was systematically rejected, he had no self to fall back 
on, no identity other than the "other" he was shown that he 
was. He had no choice but to become the "black bastard" his 
world insisted upon. The Chant of Jimmie Blacksmith is both 
a national epic and a national nightmare, and of course the 
nightmare extends beyond Australia. It may trouble the sleep 
of anyone who is part of the white-privileged group, who 
scoffs at "Black Lives Matter," who has knee-jerk racist pan- 
icky reactions to the mere presence of black people because 
they know deep down that oppressing people costs, and who 
knows when the bill will come due?

The Baywatchers program is the largest 
volunteer-based coastal monitoring effort in New 
England. Through the Baywatchers program, the 
Coalition monitors all of Buzzards Bay's major rivers, 
coves and harbors - an area covering more than one- 
quarter of the Massachusetts coast. The data collected 
through the Baywatchers program form the foundation of 
the Coalition's efforts to restore and protect Buzzards Bay. 

Baywatchers volunteer approximately one 
morning per week from May to September at a designated 
location in their community. Using a water testing kit, 
Baywatchers collect samples and measure salinity, 
temperature, water clarity and dissolved oxygen at the 
site. Baywatchers receive training prior to volunteering 
and do not need a science background.
